The Secretary of the Navy has received dis- 
patches Irom the commanding officers of the 
steamers Fulton, Water Witch, and Harriet Lane, 
which respectively arrived at Barbadoea on the 
lf>tb, 16th, and 20th of October. They stopped 
only a few hours, to take in coal, and then lelt for 
the rendezvous of the Paraguay expedition. 

Steamer Arrived. 

Halifax, Nov. 11. — The Delta, from St. Thom- 
as, on the 22d alt, with Bermuda dates to the 11th, 
has arrived at this port. A territlic hurricane pre- 
vailed at Bermuda for four days, causing exten- 
sive damage to the shipping. The frigate Sabine 
put into Bermuda on the 31st ult., having been 
disabled by tbe hurricane on the 24tb. She lost 
her maintopsail and her foresail, her bow ports 
were forced iu and her steering gear was seriously 
injured. The British authorities afforded her fa- 
cilities left - repairs, and she would be ready to pro- 
ceed in a few days. 

The bark W. A. Chandler, from New York for 
Vigo, put into Bermuda ou the 2'Jth ult. She en- 
couutered a hurricane on the 24tb, and was thrown 
on her beam ends and compelled to cut away her 
masts. 

The schooner General Grant, from Baltimore, 
also arrived at Bermuda on the 29th. The hurri- 
cane had torn out a large part of her starboard 
waist. She passed a large ship bottom up, and 
saw two other vessels laboring heavily in tbe 
gale. 

New York Election. 

New York, Nov. 11. — The official result in the 
ninth congressional district was declared this af- 
ternoon by the board of canvassers. The Repub- 
lican candidate, John B. LIuskin, is elected by 13 
majority. 

Henry Reed, a night clerk iu the post office of 
this city, was arrested to day, in the act of pur- 
loining letters. He confesses to the robbery, three 
weeks since, of a package of over one liuudred 
letters directed to Brooklyn. 

Doings of the Supreme Court.* 
Pittsburg ii, Nov. 11.— In the Supreme Court, 
Tliouias vs. Allegheny county. Judge Woodford 
read an elaborate opiuion sustaining the manda- 
mus. The commissioners were ordered to assess 
a tax at the next annual assessment, to meet the 
interest ou $309,000 of bonds. The return of the 
county commissiouers is said uot to be sufficient. 
The court also say ou proceedings iu equity, the 
county will be released from paying interest ou 
any but tbe amount actuully received for tbe 
bonds. The Chief Justice gives a separate opiu- 
ion, stating why he concurred, aud his views ou 
the constitutional question. The opiuions are 
long, and till forty* pages iu manuscript. 

The Railroad Convention. 

Cleveland, Nov. 11. — The railroad convention 
occupied all day in the discussion of the report ol 
the committee of the Niagara Falls convention. — 
The indications arc favorable for an agreement 
upon the plan of the Falls convention, the greater 
aud more important part of it having been al 
ready agreed to in committee of the whole. — 
There is an increased attendance and interest to- 
day. 

Detroit and Milwaukee R. R. 

Milwaukee, Nov. 11. — The formal opening of 
the Detroit and Milwaukee railroad, will be cele- 
brated here this evening. The Light Guard mili- 
tary company, Mayor, a few Aldermen, aud a 
number of the citizens of Detroit are in atten- 
dance. A ball and supper will be given at tbe 
Newhall House to-night in honor of the event. 

A Fiendish Act. 

Boston, Nov. 11.— A woman named Anna Stuart, 
was found in a barber’s shop to-day, shockingly 
burnt, and in a dying condition. She says a mu 
latto named Thomas McCbell, threw cumphine ou 
her clothes, set fire to it, and then tied. She will 
not live through the day.

Hahrisulkg, Pa., Nov. 11.— The Governor has 
issued a writ for holding an extra election in 
Berks county, the eighth Oongressinal district, on 
the 80th of November, to supply the vacancy in 
Congress, occasioned by the resignation of Hon.
